April 24, 1962 was a most auspicious day at 
the Academy. It marked the seventy-fifth birthday 
of one of the most admired and respected members 
of the staff, Dr. G Dallas Hanna. 

Months of planning had gone into making that 
particular date noteworthy for it had been decided 
that any Academy observation of "Doc'' Hanna's natal 
day should come as a surprise to him. There were 
secret conferences, archival digging for biographical 


and bibliographical material, and much closeted writing. 


As a result, Volume XXXII, No. 1 of the Acad- 
emy Proceedings, Fourth Series, was issued on the 
specific date. It contains a biography, photographs 
and a comprehensive bibliography of the ''Dean"' of 
the Academy's Curators. Also, the May-June issue 
of PACIFIC DISCOVERY includes a Pacific Profile 
of Dr. Hanna which the membership has undoubtedly 
read and enjoyed by this time.

George, who has been the guiding light of Morrison 
Planetarium since its opening, was leaving the 
Academy to take a similar position at the Bishop 
Museum in Honolulu and its planetarium there. 
Maurice R. Amsden, Associate Chairman, Divi- 
Sion of Science, Mathematics and Engineering at 
San Francisco State College, has been appointed 
Acting Curator of Astronomy and Manager of Mor- 
rison Planetarium. Mr. Amsden is widely known to 
the membership not only through his lectures in 
the Planetarium but for the courses he has offered 
n "Celestial Navigation" for the past several sea- 
sons. In addition to his previously mentioned posi- 
tion at SF State, he is also a Professor of Chemistry. 


Dr. C. Don MacNeill of the Department of 
Entomology, in company with David Rentz and 
Richard Brown, also of the Department, spent ten 
days in mid-April on a field trip to various areas 
of the Mojave and Colorado deserts. Their particu- 
lar objective was collecting hesperiid (skipper) but- 
terflies and small moths and other insects attracted 
to ultraviolet or black light. 


An earlier appeal in 
the NEWSLETTER (March, 1962) by Academy Li- 
brarian Veronica J. Sexton for letters or material 
by or concerning Alice Eastwood has brought such 
a gratifying response that a similar request is being 
made for manuscripts by the eminent Swedish sci- 
entist, Dr. Gustavus Augustus Eisen. Dr. Eisen 
became a member of the Academy in 1874 and was 
a Curator from 1893 to 1900. His contributions to 
knowledge cover such diverse fields as botony, zo- 
ology, cytology, geography, anthropology, archaeol- 
ogy, and art. 

As was indicated in the appeal for Eastwood 
material, original manuscripts would be preferred. 
However, if this is not possible, copies are highly 
acceptable and all manuscripts should be sent to 
Miss Sexton at the Academy.

35 members of the California Botanical Club 
took a 4-day field trip April 8-11 to view the des- 
ert wildflowers in the northern Mojave Desert and 
in parts of the Death Valley region. Approximately 
1100 miles were covered during the excursion. 

John Thomas Howell, Curator of Botany at the 
Academy and major-domo of the trip, reported on 
his return that the blooms were particularly beau- 
tiful this year and that 56 plant families in about 
170 genera, representing more than 500 species, 
were observed. 


Since 1953, the Astronomy Depart- 
ment has endeavored to interest the membership in 
an Astronomy Section which featured lectures, mo- 
tion pictures and other activities dealing with a 
study of the heavens.

Meet the Staff 


J. BYRON WARNER is the newest member of the 
Academy staff, having become its Business Manager 
in February, 1962. He had not been idle long, for 
behind him (and ending only with his retirement in 
December 1961) were twenty years of Service with 
the United States Navy. He retired with the rank 

of Commander, Supply Corps, USN. 

"By", as he prefers to be called, has roots 
deep in the Bay Area, having been born in Oakland 
and graduated from the University of California at 
Berkeley. Concurrently with his studying for his 
B. S. degree in Business Administration, he was a 
member of the U.S. Naval Officer's Training Corps 
and his graduation coincided closely with the begin- 
ning of World War II. His assignments for the en- 
suing five years were mainly as a Line Officer in 
command of mine sweepers in the Pacific. The list 
of invasions in which he was involved reads like a 
history of the war in that area: Kwajalein, Eniwetok, 
Saipan, Tinian, Guam, Ulithi, Peleliu. 

During the peace that followed, "By" spent years 
in occupied Japan, in China and in Greece in many 
capacities involving naval supply and finance: Trans- 
portation Director, International Supply Policy Direc- 
tor, Foreign Supply Systems Advisor, Fiscal Planning 
Officer and Supply Plans Officer. 

With his naval career behind him, "By", with 
his charming wife Vera, and their two daughters, 
Ann and Lynne, has taken up residence in Moraga, 
California where he enjoys a new home and an 
ever-extending garden. When bulkheads and begon- 
ias do not demand his attention, he enjoys golf and 
bowling for relaxation. 

"I am delighted to be here", he said. ‘The 
business ramifications of the Academy encompass 
as much scope as I experienced in my military 
duties. Having been spoiled by variety, and know- 
ing that variety is the "spice-of-life"’, I feel con- 
fident I've made the best possible choice for a 
Second career.
